port deals with the results of an in­ 
vestigation by the department

conditions affecting the m arketing of 
.'arm products, ordered by the 1919 
egislature. 
Co-operative ownership by the farin­ 
a s of the machinery of marketing, at 
cast as far as a point where the 
arm product loses its identity or 
vhere it reached retail distribution, is 
offered as the best available solution 
if the farm ers’ m arketing problem, 
savs the report. 
Co-operative 
ownership 
of

igencies, such as grocery stores, feed 
narkets, 
milk 
depots 
and

aluces is suggested by Mr. Hughes as 
h practical solution of the “unneces­ 
sary expenses of living borne by the 
consumer.”

Mr. Hughes recommends that local 
co-operative elevators create a central 
selling agency. 
Such agencies should 
hold membership in any grain ex­ 
change through which they can find 
i m arketing outlet, continues the re­ 
port, and the board of directors of 
the central organization should be e m ­ 
powered to constitute itself a corpora­ 
tion to deal in grain to comply witli 
rules of various boards of trades in 
order to obtain memberships in them. 
As an alternative plan the. report sug­ 
gests creation of a central associa­ 
tion to act independently of existing 
grain 
exchanges and in connection 
with like sales agencies 
in

Discussing the proposition as to the 
farm er becoming a middle-man Mr. 
Hughes writes: 
J ’The substitution of federal co-op­ 
eration for the services rendered by 
the jobber or wholesaler is a m at­ 
ter that must he determined in each 
line of farm production strictly on the 
business merits of the proposition. 
The normal sales period of wheat was 
only a generation ago a little more 
than a month. 
Conditions today, i n ­ 
cluding car shortage and greater abil­ 
ity of the farm er to finance the crop, 
has extended the season to practically 
the entire year. 
It has been the func­ 
tion of the middle man to handle the 
crop. 
This is a highly speculative
